PUT INTO EFFECT 


Colonel W.R. Neal, Placed 
in Charge, Reports Sit- 
uation Quieter After Ex- 
citing Day of Slayings.

DARIEN, Ga., Sept. 8.—(#)—This 
little city was under military rule to- 
night after an exciting day when a 
band of armed men Iynched a negro 
in his cell following the slaying of 
one officer and wounding of three 


others, 
The military, under Colonel W. R. 


Neal, of Savannah, took charge of 
the situation under a proclamation 
by Governor L, G. Hardman who 
acted at the request of the civil au- 


thorities., 

Police Chief Robert L. Freeman 
was killed and R. J. Anderson, dep- 
uty marshal; John Fisher, of Da- 
rien, and Deputy Sheriff J. H. Col- 
lins, of McIntosh county, were 
wounded when they engagec George 
Girant and another negro in a gun 
battle in the nearby swamps. The 
negroes were wanted for shooting at 
a night watchman who attempted to 
. st them for loitering near a bank

Grant, captu n + 
shot to death in his cell in the coun- 
ty jail by men who disregarded the 
pleas of Colonel Neal that the negro 
not be slain, Grant's companion, said 
to be Fred Bryan, escaped and was 
believed surrounded in a 150-acre 
S territory of swamp, The swamp land 
lies near the main street of the town, 
close to the Altamaha river which 
forms one boundary. 
Rushes to Scene. 

Colonel Neal, with a unit of guards- 
men, rushed to the scene today short- 
ly after news of the shooting of the 
officers was received in Savannah, 
Later, approximately 150 men of the 
118th field artillery, Savannah, were 
sent here but tonight all but 50 men 
and officers had been returned. 

Under the governor's proclamation, 
described by Colonel Neal as “martial 
law,” civilians who throughout the 
day searched the swamps and gath- 
ered in groups on the street, were or- 
dered to take their arms home. Only 
a select unit of civilians, guarding | 
ithe river bank, were allowed to bear | 
arms after 5 p. m., where before the 
musketry of residents and seldiery 
mingled freely together on the streets.

‘Troops Ready as Gover- 
nor Meets Senator Rans- 
dell in Primary Today. 


NEW ORLEANS, Sept. 8.—-(UN) 
Indications that Governor Huey P. 
Long would declare New Orleans un- 
der martial law for the Louisiana’ pri- 
mary election tomorrow were strength- 
ened topight as eight units of the 
Louisiana National Guard mobilized 
at Jackson Barracks. 

Four batteries of artillery, under 
the command of Lieutenant Henry 
B. Curtis, and four companies of in- 
fantry were billeting at the ram- 
bling barracks on the outskirts of the 
city. 

Other infantry forces, it was learn- 
ed, were ordered to report at Jack- 


son Barracks at 6:30 a. m. tomorrow. 

Feeling was at a high pitch here 
tonight, the end of the stormiest po- 
litical campaign since reconstruction 
days in Louisiana. 

First guards were assembled at 
Jackson Barracks Sunday night, and 
were detained today as bodyguards for 
Governor Huey TP. Long, opponent in 
the primary election tomorrow for 
the democratic nomination to the 
United States senate, to Senator Jos- 
eph Ransdell, prominent in congress 
for more than three decades. 

Governor Long, who twice has 
escaped efforts of impeachment before 
the state legislature, declared he 
would call out the national guard if 
he was not “given a fair election.”

The inhabitants refused to surren- 
der and the report said they were 
Kwantung and Yunngn forces. Owing 
to the scarcity of food in the city, 
40,000 civilians were evacuated during 
a lull in the fighting. Foreigners re- 
maining in the city are ready to leave 
the area. 


Boat Blast Kills 


8 Persons in Greece 


ATHENS, Greece, Sept. 8 —(2)}— 
Eight persons are known to have been 
killed tonight as a sailing vessel, car- 
rying a lead of oil, exploded in front 
of the Standard Oil depots at Drapet- 
sonias harbor, near the Piraeus. It 
is feared many others may have been 
killed. 

The vessel was blown to pieces by 
the blast and its flaming fragments 
set fire to 18 other sailing boats and 
one steamship. 

The crews of the burning ships 
threw themselves into the water but 
it is feared many were fatally burned.

Appointment of a committee by

Moore Resolution.

PORTLAND, Maine, Sept. 8.—() 
Republican candidates for United 
States senator, governor and repre- 
sentatives to congress were being 


carried into office tonight, with cleer 
majorities over their democratic oppo- 
nents as returns from 205 out of 652 
precincts were reported in Maine’s 
state election. 

Wallace H. White, Jr., Lewiston, 
who has represented the second dis- 
trict in the lower house at Washing- 
ton for 11 years, had slightly better 
than 2-to-1 majority over his demo 
cratic foe, Frank H. Haskell, Port- 
land attorney. 

Governor William Tudor Gardiner 
was running behind his teammate and 
apparently was not to have the 8&2.- 
000 majority which he piled up two 
years ago against Edward C. Moran, 
Jr., Rockland, who again was the 
— party gubernatorial candi- 
date. 

Returns from 377 election precincts 
out of 632 in the state (representing 
352 cities and towns out of 518), 
give: 

Senator—White, republican, 41,279; 
Haskell, democrat, 22,462. 

Governor — Gardiner, republican, 
38,887; Moran, democrat, 27,227. 

Although Governor Gardiner was 
not obtaining a vote as large as two 
years ago, it appeared that the count 
from the cities, none of which had 
reported, might swell his total to 
somewhere near the 1928 vote. 

Knox county, which usually is re- 
publican and which two years ago 
gave Gardiner 5,630 and Moran 
3,048, apparently was swung into the 
democratic column. With seven pre- 
cincts missing, the democrats had a 
slight edge, although it was conceded 
the missing towns might turn the 
tide to the repuilicans. .~

Motorman Killed 
By Bandit Bullets 


John B. McWhorter Shot 
To Death—Negro, Found 
Dying Nearby, Admits 
Part in Holdup. 


John Bryce McWhorter, 45, of 426 
Kelley street, S. E., motorman of an 
inbound Irwin Street- West Hunter 
street car, was dead Monday night, 
the victim of an attempted hold-up, 
and Gilbert Glaze, 29-year-old negro, 
of 137 Grate street, was in a dying 
condition at Grady hospital from bul- 
let wounds in the abdomen which he 
admitted to police were received in an 
exchange of shots between the carman 
and his (Glaze’s) companion. 


The negro would not reveal the 
name of his accomplice but admitted to 
the officers that he and another negro 
had attempted to hold up McWhorter 
as his car was entering the dark un- 
derpass under the Southern Belt rail- 
road near Irwin street bridge at 8 
o'clock Monday night. : 

Glaze was arrested early this morn- 
ing crawling in a patch of tall weeds 
in front of 665 Houston street, about 
a block and a half from the scene of 
the shooting. Shot twice in the ab- 
domen, he had jumped from a window 
of the street car and crawled to the 
spot where he was arrested, he de- 
clared. Police were summoned by 
neighbors who heard the negro groan- 
ing. 

» Companion Blamed. 

Call Officers Robert Floyd and R. 
L. Mosley made the arrest and rushed 
the negro to Grady hospital, where 
physicians stated that he had _ little 
chance for recovery. Glaze placed the 
blame of the shooting of McWhorter 
on his unnamed companion, saying 
that he himself had fired no shots. 

According to the officers he stated 
to them that he and his companion 
boarded the street car at the end of 
the line and that when it started to 
enter the underpass they ordered Mc- 
Whorter to “stick ’em up.” McWhor- 
ter replied by firing his pistol at them, 
and in the subsequent exchange of 
shots Glaze. was: -wounded*.and Mc- 
Whorter killed. ~ ~ ‘a 

Police believe that Glaze also took 
part in the shooting, as the motorman, 
operator of a “one-man” trolley, was 
shot six times, twice through the 
right leg, twice through the left arm 
and twice through the head, the last 
two bullets causing his death, accord- 
ing to attaches of Ed Bond and Con- 
don undertaking parlors, where the 
body was taken. 

The four body wounds were inflict- 
by a .32 caliber Automatic while the 
two head wounds were from a .45 
caliber pistol, it was pointed out by 
police. One head wound was _ just 
above the left ear and the second at 
the base of the skull. 

The dead motorman, lying in a pool 
of his own blood, was found ir his 
lighted but empty street car, in the 
dark underpass by two policemen who 
were attracted to the spot from their 
beat nearby by a volley of pistol shots. 


Patrolmen Hear Shots.

( penger, standing at the corner of 
Auburn avenue and Irwin street, less 
than a block away from the scene of 
the murder, heard a series of shots 
and dashed to investigate. As they ap- 
proached the car they were blinded by 
its headlight and were unable to see 
anyone leave it, they stated.

Promise of Rations 


Santo Domingo Averts 
Rioting. 


SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 
Republic, Sept. 8&—(4)—Only the 
coolness of officers of the Dominican 
army and of the United States mine 
sweeper Grebe saved hurricane-strick- 
en Santo Domingo from a food riot 
today. 

Hundreds of men, women apd chil- 
dren, many of whom have not had 
any food since the city was destroyed 
by a hurricane last Wednesday, tried 
to seize provisions which were brought 
by launches and other light craft to 
wharves along the banks of the rivér 
Ozama, which divides the city. The 
Dominican and American officers 
quickly posted their men in such stra- 
tegic positions so as to hold back 
the crowds until speakers could as- 
sure them that rations would be dis- 
tributed as soon as possible. 

Government authorities and Red 
Cross workers took up their difficult 
task of keeping the hungry people 
orderly while food was doled out at 
impromptu canteens set up in 
churches, government buildings and 
some of the old Spanish stone houses 
which withstood the fury of the hur- 
ricane. Rolling kitchens were used 
for cooking the food brotght to Santo 
Domingo by several vessels that’. had 
to anchor in the Caribbean, being un- 
able to dock at the wharves because 
the Ozama has been on a rampage 


since the storm of last week. 

l’oodstuffs, medical supplies, nurses, 
doctors and relief workers were 
brought today by the 8. 8S. Ruth 
Lykes from Ponce, Porto Rico. The 
S. S. Tryton arrived with a cargo of 
rice from Europe. The Genevieve 
Lykes was expected tonight with pro- 
visions and medical supplies from 
Port-au-Prince, Haiti, and Guanta- 
namo, Cuba, 

The 8. 8S: Catherine tried to enter 
the Ozama today but was forced to 
return to its anchorage at sea. 

A survey revealed that more than 

200 seriously injured petients are 
receiving treatment in 13 hospitals. 
Many of them suffer from gangren- 
ous infection. Almost all have in- 
fections of some kind. Those in the 
hospitals are in addition to the hun- 
dreds of injured who are receiving 
treatment in churches, schools, homes 
and public buildings. Doctors de- 
clare that the number of injured out- 
side of hospitals far exceeds the 1,200 
shown in the survey.

Gubernatorial Race Takes

BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 8.—A gay 
celebration of the ascent to power of 
the revolutionary government reached 
a tragic climax tonight when at 9 
p. m., firing broke out in the principal 


streets of the city. 

Both soldiers and civilians joined in 
fighting which spread rapidly in the 
center of the capital. 

The crack of rifles and the rattle 
of machine gun fire interrupted and 
then sileneed the blare of bands and 
the cheers of merrymaking crowds for 
the revolutionary government of Gen- 
eral Jose Evaristo Uriburu, sworn in 
this afternoon as provisional succes- 
sor to President Hipolito Irigoyen, 
who was deposed Saturday. 

It was assumed, by government of- 
ficials, by the crowds, and by sol- 
diers themselves, that a counter-revo- 
lution had broken out against the 
new Uriburu regime, and measures 
were taken at once to suppress it. 

Gaiety was turned in a moment 
into the gravest concern, and there 
was such confusion that none knew 
what was happening. 

As the firing spread, both civilians 
and soldiers fought against each other. 
There were brisk fusillades in front 
of the United News offices. 

There was firing at the postoffice 
building “and then at government 
house, fronting the great Plaza de 
Mayo. 

Officials said they believed mem- 
bers of the 8th infantry fought among 
themselves at the postoffice, believing 
each other to be disloyal to the new 
bang say Civilians joined them, 

iring from houses. Windows in the 
postoffice building. were shattered by 
machine gun fire, 

The firing at government house, of- 
ficials said, was due so far as they 
could tell, to a misunderstanding.

This situation continued for two 
hours—from 9 p. m., when the first 
shots echoed through the streets, un- 
til 11. 

Soon after 11 o’clock government 
officials became confident that their 
belief the outbreak was not a revolu- 
tion but a tragic misunderstanding 
between two groups of loyal men was 
correct. 


All soldiers with whom government | j 


officials had established contact pro- 
fessed their loyalty, and all believed 
they had been fighting counter-revolu- 
tionaries.

Tube To Snare Stream 


Ready To Meet Test 


MATANZAS, Cuba, Sept. 8.—(/)— 
With the successful submersion in 
Matanzas bay of the great steel cylin- 
ders necessary to the attempt of the 
French scientist, Georges Claude, to 
make the ocean produce industrial 
energy, preparations went forward to- 
day toward the final steps in the 
experiment. 

The tube, almost 1,700 yards long, 
and constructed of corrugated steel, 
was sunk to the bottom of the bay 
yesterday. Its upper end rests on 
rock 65 feet below the surface and its 
lower end is nearly a third of a mile 
below the warm waters of the Gualf 
Stream, 

Divers will be sent down to piece 
in a 20-yard gap between the upper 
end of the tube and a section of the 
same diameter 160 yards long pre- 
viously put in place to connect with 
the huge pumps at the laboratory. 

As soon as this gap is closed and 
the assembly of the pumps completed, 
a test will be made to determine if 
the great tube suffered any damage 
in the lowering process or from the 
tremendous pressure on its lower end. 

Professor Claude said he hoped to 
be able to announce success in is 
project within a fortnight. He said 
if he found the difference in tempera- 
tures between the upper and lower 
sea levels will enable him to prove 
his contention, he will scrap his mil 
lion dollar plant and start immediate 
ly on the construction of one of much 
greater proportions along the south- 
eastern coast of Cuba.

son were alive today, Governor Slaton 
would not be asking the people 
Georgia to elect him to the senate 
or any.office.

Vote for Farmers.

Governor 
Slaton also knows that I am author 
of a measure that would send to the 
penitentiary any employe of the agri- 
cultural department who made a 
statement predicting the price of cot- 
ton would go down. Four years ago a 
statement of this kind was used by the 
gamblers and speculators on the New 
York Cotton Exchange and depressed 
the price of cotton in the farmers’ 
hands one hundred million dollars. 

“Now as to the negro question that 
Governor Slaton has brought into this 
campaign, what is his record? The 
one opportunity he had, he voted 
against the white supremacy bill to 
disfranchise the negro voters. Gover- 
nor Slaton not only voted in favor of 
allowing the negroes to vote, but made 
a speech against the bill that would 
disfranchise them. When the negro 
Ben Davis was urging the president 
to appoint Judge Tilson, of Atlanta, 
judge of the middle district of Geor- 
gia, in which he did not live, Gover- 
nor Slaton strongly indorsed Ben 
Davis’-candidate and criticized ne for 
defeating his confirmation. There are 
one million Georgians who live in the 
middle district of Georgia, and Gov- 
ernor Slaton would have denied these 
people the right to have their own 
judge. He mentioned that Julge Til- 
son married the daughter of an At- 
lanta banker who was the ideol of the 
people, This shows what influences 
Mr, Slaton. 

“The son of the poorest farmer in 
the middle district of Georgia is en- 
titled to the judgeship just as much 
as the son-in-law of the rich Atlanta 
banker. In fact, the son of a poor 
Georgia farmer, Judge Deaver, who 
lived in the district, was appointed in 
the place of Judge Tilson when I de- 
feated him. Many of my good friends 
and good people indorsed Judge Til- 
son, and some were offended with me 
because 1 defeated his confirmation. 
But there was a principle involved. 
The people of that district were en- 
titled..40 a judge who lived among 
them, but Governor Slaton wanted 
Judge Tilson, who lived in Atlanta 
and who did not. live in the middle 
district. 

Slaton for Parker. 

“Governor Slaton favored Judge 
Parker fer judge, although Judge J’ar- 
ker rendered a decision in the Rich- 
mond case in fayor of the negroes and 
against the white people. What is my 
record on the negro question? Not 
what Governor Slaton and his man- 
agers say, but the real truth about 
my-record? I favored the disfranchise- 
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ment of the negro, which Governor 
Slaton opposed. When President Wil- 
son appointed me director of the cen- 
sus bureau, I found that in the census 
bureau and all other bureaus in Wash- 
ington the negro men and white wom- 
en sat side by side in their work, The 
negroes were under the civil service 
and I could not discharge them, but 
I immediately issued an. order sep- 
arating the negroes from the whites, 
putting them in different rooms. 

“T am the only official who sep- 
arated the negroes and whites in the 
government bureau in Washington. Of 
course, the negroes in Ohio and other 
states protested against my order, but 
it remained in force until the repub- 
licans were in power again. When 
President Harding appointed Henry 
Lincoln Johnson recorder of deeds for 
the District of Columbia there was 
a number of! splendid white avomen 
working in that bureau. Senator 
Thomas E. Watson was my colleague 
in the senate and we did not wish the 
negroes to be put over the white 
women and Senator Watson and lI 
defeated the confirmation of Henry 
Lincoln Johnson. I stood for white su- 
premacy, Governor Slaton did not, and 
if anyone wants to know the truth 
or doubts, they can find out from the 
people of Cedartown, where I have al- 
ways lived, but Governor Slaton can- 
not point to one thing he ever did 
for white supremacy in his entire offi- 
cial record. I would not descend to 
make such a charge, but he charged 
it against Senator George, most of the 
democratic senators and myself, whom 
he claims were influenced by the ne- 
gro, DePriest, in opposing Judge Par- 
ker. Of course Governor Slaton is 
just using this as a smoke screen to 
keep the people from knowing his own 
record in the legislature when he 
voted against disfranchising the negro.

Bumper Cotton Crop 
Forecast for Georgia 


BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


The Georgia crop reporting service, 
a division of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture, in a report issued 
today said Georgia’s cotton prospects 
as of September 1 pointed to a crop 
of 1,500,000 bales of 500 pounds gross 
weight. 

This indication, the report said, was 
based on a reported condition of 66 
per cent of normal as compared with 
71 per cent on August 1, 59 per cent 
on September 1, 1929, and the 10-year 
average, 1919-1928, of 52 per cent. 

The probable production, based on 
the September 1 indication, will be 
157,000 bales greater than last year’s 
crop of 1,343,000 bales, 470,000 bales 
greater than the short crop of 1928, 
400,000 above the 1927 crop and 
4,000 bales above the 1926 crop. 

According to the reporting service, 
the probable production as of Septem- 
ber 1 is 160,000 bales more than the 
indicated figure of a month ago, “as 
with the advancement of the season 
prospects have proved substantially 
better than earlier expectations.” 

Excessive dry weather during Au- 
gust, the reports said, caused some 
damage to the crop through shedding 
and checking of growth, but boll wee-

throughout the state. 

Reported acreage abandoned after 
July 1 is only 1.2 per cent this year 
as compared with the 10-year average 
of 3.8 per cent. Preliminary estimate 
of acreage for harvest is placed at 
3,772,000 acres. 

In reference to condition of the 
crop, the report said: 

“In the lower Piedmont, central 
and southern sections of the state, 
most fields have stopped blooming 
and the crop is opening at a rapid 
rate.’ With most of the crop open in 
many southern counties, good progress 
is being made in picking and. ginnnig. 

“In the northern section, the dry 
weather has checked fruiting and 
caused some shedding of the top crop. 
The indications are that the north- 
central and northwestern districts of 
the state will make less cotton than 
last year with the rest of the districts 
making more than in 1929.” 

“The final production of the crop 
will depend upon whether various in- 
fluences affecting production during 
the remainder of the season are more 
or less favorable than usual.” 

The report said census ginnings to 
September 1 were, Georgia 303,000 
bales and the United States 1,878,- 
000 bales.

Although only 38 years of age, Mr. 
Slater leaves a brilliant career be- 
hind him, varied in its constituent 
seen but of one piece in its un- 
roken exposition of true democratic 
principles. 

Although a staunch democrat since 
he attained his majority, he had 
never interested himself in factional 
politics in the state. He was a close 
friend of Senator Walter F. George 
and Senator William J. Harris, and 
had been named by Senator George 
as‘a delegate to the national demo- 
cratic convention at Houston, which 
he attended. 

In the early phases of the Smith 

presidential campaign in 1928, state 
democratic officials were unanimous 
in urging Mr. Slater as the ideal man 
for the place of state campaign man- 
ager. 
G. EH. Maddox, chairman of the 
state democratic executive committee ; 
Major John 8. Cohen, democratic na- 
tional comitteeman for Georgia, and 
Mrs. Edgar Alexander, democratic na- 
tional committeewoman for Georgia, 
extended him the ihvitation, and fol- 
lowing a visit from Major Cohen and 
Mr. MAddox, he announced his accept- 
ance, 

Mr. Slater threw himself into the 
campaign with unselfish enthusiasm, 
and in the strenuous days that fol- 
lowed, taxed his capacities to the ut- 
most. He regarded his success in car- 
rying the state for Smith as the out- 
standing accomplishment of his life. 

Born in Valdosta, he was the son of 
the late John Slater, who for many 
years served as solicitor-general of the 
Southern judicial circuit. 

As a member of the Douglas legal 
firm of Slater & Moore. Mr. Slater 
took a leading part in the economic, 
legal and ¢ivic affairs of the section. 
He had numerous farming interests, 
large holdings in naval stores, and 
extensive banking affiliations. 

He was president of the Union 

Banking aepane of Douglas and a 
director of the Ashley Trust Com- 
pany of Valdosta. He was also a di- 
rector of the Georgia & Florida rail- 
road. 
In the field of civie endeavor, Mr. 
Slater was an outstanding figure in 
Douglas. He served two terms as 
mayor, and headed the Douglas Cham- 
ber of Commerce as well as the Doug- 
las Kiwanis Club. He served a term 
as president of the Georgia Associa- 
tion, a body devoted to the agricul- 
tural development of the state. 

He was at one time a trustee of the 

Eleventh Distrist A. & M. school at 
Douglas. During the administration of 
Governor Clifford M: Walker, he was 
a member of the chief executive's’ 
staff. 
Amid all his other interests, Mr. 
Slater yet found time to serve as a 
Sunday school teacher and to take an 
active part in the affairs of the 
Church of Christ in Douglas. 

He is survived by his wife, mother 
and stepfather, Dr. J. M. Smith, of 
Valdosta.

After the negro was locked 
up and the jail cleared of civilians, 
the soldiers started to walk back when 
the band suddenly rushed into the 
place and fired a load of buckshot into 
the negro’s body. Grant was said 
to have been identified by Anderson 
as one of the negroes he attempted 
to arrest near the bank. Officers be- 
20g the negroes intended to rob the 

ank, 

The sheriff said he had been lured 
away from the jail by a ruse, some 
one having told him that Deputy 
Collins had just died. When he 
learned of the plan to kill the negro, 
he said it was too late to act. The 
band acted before the guardsmen 
could interfere as they had gone away 
after placing the negro inside, the 
sheriff said. 

Shortly after dark desultory firing 
by national guardsmen was heard far 
down in the swamps. Approximately 
20 rounds were fired. After a short 
silence the baying of dogs was heard. 
and immediately another volley of 
about 10 rounds was fired. 

Officers in*@ommand of the troops 
dispatched a courier to learn’ the 
cause of the firing. Upon his return 
the courier reported that several 
guardsmen said they had seen a negro 
attempting to emerge from the swamp 
and had opened fire. 

Apparently none of the shots took 


effect, as more than an hour later | 


no further reports were received from 
that vicinity of the swamp. 

During the firing the continuous 
putt-putt of motorboats on the river 
indicated that civilian possemen were 
keeping a constant vigil to prevent 
the negro’s escape across the river. 


HARDMAN ORDERS 
TROOPS TO DARIEN. | 

In a proclamation which directed 
the military commander, Colonel W. 
R. Neal, to “assume charge of the sit- 
uation,” Governor L. G. Hardman 
late Monday formally ordered nation- 
al guard troops to co-operate with 
civil authorities at Darien, following 
an outbreak of violence in which R. 
L. Freeman, Darien police chief, was 
killed by two negroes and George 
Grant, one of the two, was slain by 
several armed men in the jail after he 
had been placed under arrest. 

Troops were ordered out by the gov- 
ernor at 3:30 Monday morning after 
a conference with Colonel Eugene 
Oberdorfer, acting adjutant general in 
the absence of General Homer 
Parker, upon the representation of 
local authorities that the militia was 
necessary to maintain order. Formal 
announcement that troops had been 
dispatched came from the governor’s 
office shortly after noon Monday. 

Grant and another negro, said to 
be Fred Bryan, who was reported 
late Monday to be in the swamps 
surrounded by a posse of civil authori- 
ties and national guardsmen, were 
suspected by officers of having at- 
tempted to rob the safe of a Darien 
bank and when Freeman and another 
officer went to place them undcr ar- 
rest the officer was shot down.

Both negroes then ran, according to 
reports submitted to the governor, but 
Grant was taken soon after arrival 
of a detachment of 50 soldiers from 
Savannah under command of Colonel 
Neal.

Samoans Will Be

® Given Chance 


To Rule Selves 


BY CECIL B. DICKSON. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. &8.—(P)— 

After 30 years of peace under United 
States rule, the once war-ridden is- 
lands in the South Seas that form 
American Samoa, are to be studied 
by a congressional commission with 
a view to establishing a democratic 
government for the 10,000 true Poly- 
nesians who dwell there, 
A hand friendly tq the interests of 
the islanders will gue the studies of 
the commission, which also will have 
three Samoan chiefs as members. 

Senator Bingham, of Connecticut, 
himself born in Hawaii, the son of a 
missionary, and who has spent many 
years studying the problems of Ameri- 
cas possessions in the Pacific, insti- 
tuted the move after he was success- 
ful in 1929 in having congress ratify 
the cession of the islands in 1900. He 
is chairnian of the group. 

American Samoa has been governed 
for three decades under a _ practical 
autocracy set up under the navy a 
partment. With the exception of the 
right of appeal to the chief executive, 
all civil, criminal and other questions 
are decided finally by the governor, a 
naval officer. 

Anxious that the Samoans may have 
more freedom of government, Sena- 
tor Bingham’s commission ho to 
draft an organic law which will grant 
more latitude. However. Senator Bing- 
ham believes that it will be difficult 
to harmonize American and Samoan 
ideas of .government. 

The Samoans have never had among 
themselves any legal question involv- 
ing peonesty rights. Traditionally, 
they have had communal ownership of 
lands, administered by village chiefs. 

Property rights did not enter into 
the scope of Samoan government un- 
til the adoption of American ideas be- 
gan in recent years. 

With this change gradually coming 
about, Senator Bingham is determined 
to do whatever he can to give the 
Samoan some right of appeal in both 
civil_and criminal proceedings, . that 
the United States grants its own citi- 
zens.

WHY TECH LOST TO PENN IN 1920. 

At a pre-season fanning party the real story of a mysterious 
series of plays that may have lost the Pittsburgh game for 
Georgia Tech in 1920 was bared by Coach Alexander. 

Early in the game Tech worked the ball down to 
Pitt’s five-yard line for first down. Burton, the water- 
boy, hustled out with a bucket of water to refresh the 
athletes, emptied the remaining water when they were 
through and loped back to the side lines.

Property Transfers. 

_ Citing a list of property transfers 
in which Walter B. Stewart and Paul 
8. Etheridge, members of the Fulton 
covaty commission, are alleged to 
have had a part, the report lists a 
number of public improvements in- 
cluding paving of streets, laying of 
sidewalks, etc. The report purports 
to show that Stewart and Etheridge 
profited by the transaction and that 
the money for the improvements was 
appropriated by the commission from 
public funds. 


Another part of the report relates 
an alleged transaction in which county 
officers were ordered to dig a well for 

‘a Mrs. Thompson, in Fayette county, 
Georgia, aunt of Edwin F. Johnson, 
who was at that time one of the 
county commissioners.” It charges 
that dynamite was furnished from the 
county storehouse and that county 
labor performed the work. It also 
charges that A. A. Clarke, superin- 
tendent of public works, ordered S. 0. 
Satterfield, county employe, to “take 
about 14 sacks of cement and two 
yards of sand to the home of Edwin 
F, Johnson, on Peachtree road, and 
said cement came from the county 
warehouse and the sand from the 
county sand chute at Bellwood camp,

That one man voted 
five times, that the names of persons 
dead for several years were checked 
as having cast ballots, and that in one 
district, there were 59 more ballots 
east than there were registered vot- 
ers,” the report related. 

When this condition was revealed, 
it was pointed out, the investigation 
was halted by the court and Sam D. 
Hewlett, Atlanta attorney, was em- 

loyed as special counsel gy Basen grand 
re. When the ballot xes were 
opened after a hearing 
plea of the grand jury, “it was 
discovered that the voters § and 
registration lists were missing 
from the Buckhead district, that the 
voters’ list was missing from the 
Adamsville district, that no checked 
registration lists were found in either 
the Center. Hill or Poole’s districts, 
making it im ible for the grand 
jury to investigate the illegal voting 
in these districts,” the report set out. 

In addition the report charges that 
Boykin has failed to co-operate with 
the grand juries in attempting to carry 
on a probe of county affairs, and that 
Judge John D. Humphries, in recharg- 
ing the grand juries, did not call to 
their attention specifically the “need 
for a probe of county affairs.”

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Sept. 8.—() 
Synthetic chewing gum, made by ad- 
ding a dash of war-time chlorine to 
a new substance produced from ben- 
zene, ig one of chemistry’s latest mar- 
vels, 

The new chew is described in a 
report made public by the American 
Chemical Society at its meeting which 
began here today. 

It substitutes for chicle, and like 
the natural product is tasteless and 


| odorless. Experiments with it are in- 


complete and not in. the commercial 
stage for gum, but indicate that as 


a chew it would have a medicinal 
effect. 

The gum is an incidental discover 
in a score of new commercial possi- 
bilities, some already in practice, all 
coming from this same new chemical, 
diphenyl. These commercial uses are 
reported in a technical paper by Ches- 
ter H, Penning, of the commercial re- 
search department of Swann Research, 
Inc., of Anniston, Ala, 

Diphenyl is a milky colored solid 
made by uniting two benzene mole- 
cules, which thereupon become so dif- 
ferent in character that instead of be- 
ing explosive they arc a substitute for 
steam for carrying heat. It was de 
mand of gasoline refining for this 
heat-carrying property that recently 
brought diphenyl into existence in 
quantit 


All the new substances reported to-|* 


day are obtained simply by adding 
to diphenyl various amounts of chlo- 
rine, which besides being a gas is 
familiar in the flavor of table salt. 

Adding 19 per cent by weight of 
chlorine makes a clear substance re- 
sembling water. 
sively produces light oils, thick syrupy 
substances and finally a light amber 
colored solid. 

All of these are virtually odorless 
and tasteless, Mr. Penning says, ex- 
cept one which has a distinctive but 
not unpleasant smell.
